2 Novelty: 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) POT, because 
the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses (the references in parenthesis applying to this document): 
in claim. 1 the procedure for the preparation of a solid catalyst component. Claim 1 
(or example 2) discloses all steps of the process as described in claim 1 of the 
present application. 

D1 further disclose the use of amines as additives (column 4, line 49) 
The subject matter of claim 1 -7 is therefore not new over D1 . 

2.2 The catalyst system and the process for the polymerization of olefins is disclosed 
explicitly in example 2. 

As a consequence, the subject-matter of independent claims 8,10,13 is not novel 
towards D1. 

3 The applicant is requested to file a new set of claims which is novel and inventive.
